James N. Sites, senior vice president of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, in a speech before the 
Pennsylvania Newspaper Publishers Association at 
Hershey Convention Center, said: 
‘‘It is time to take the mask off this deception. People 
should be told that each dollar granted by a seemingly 
benevolent government carries with it another link in a 
chain of bondage.” 
Even more alarming than the explosive growth of

The $650 million bailout was 
known inside ERDA as “open 
season” - open season, that is, on 
the Treasury. 
The story is highly technical. 
The utilities have been required 
since 1973 to make long-term j 
purchasing agreem ents fori 
enriched uranium. This is the 
fuel for the controversial nuclear 
generators. The fuel is produced 
at three government-owned 
plants and is sold to the utilities 
in units known as “Separative 
Work Units." 
Last year, the big power com­ 
panies realized they had been 
widely optimistic in ordering the 


uranium units. Construction and 
operational foul-ups, as well as 
the opposition to nuclear plants 
by environm entalists, had 
slowed down nuclear develop­ 
ment. 
The utilities were stuck with 
contracts, therefore, requiring 
them to pay for fuel they couldn't 
use immediately. Even though 
the 100 largest utilities turned a 
net profit of 10 per cent on $48.2 
billion in revenue in 1975, the 
Ford administration was quick 
to sympathize with them. 
An ERDA memo, uncovered 
by Ralph Nader's Congress 
Watch and turned over to us 
contended that Treasury offi­ 
cials were concerned “mainly 
with the immediate financial 
problems confronting domestic 
utilities. They encouraged any 
form of utility assistance that 
ERDA feels it can perform." 
Almost miraculously, ERDA 
decided the nation suddenly 
needed to stockpile the nuclear 
units, thereby letting the utilities 
off the hook. The "open season" 
project went into effect on June 
19, 1975. For the next two 
months, the utilities were per­ 
mitted to cancel or defer 
enriched uranium deliveries. 
Of the nation's 135 reactors. 101 
took advantage of the “open 
season” opportunity. They can­ 
celled between $15 million and 
$18 million in orders and 
postponed the delivery date on 
an additional $636 miliion worth 
of nuclear fuel. 
Footnote: An ERDA spokes­ 
man insisted that the taxpayers 
won’t lose any money in the end, 
since the uranium fuel even­ 
tually will be sold to other 
c u s t o m e r s .

A CITIZEN’S GUIDE 
FOR GETTING U.S. 
RECORDS 
How can private individuals 
obtain 
federal 
records, 
in­ 
cluding files on themselves, 
under the Freedom of Infor­ 
mation Act? According to U.S. 
News, here’s advice from ex­ 
perts on the law: 
First, write the agency in­ 
volved, describing what you 
want precisely as possible. You 
can 
obtain 
only 
files 
that 
already exist; 
you cannot 
compel the Government to pull 
information together for you. It 
is 
advisable 
to 
have 
vour 


signature notarized, especially 
if you seek your own personal 
files. 
Mark both your letter and the 
envelope clearly to indicate they 
contain a request under the law. 
You may be charged the cost 
of finding the information you 
want, 
plus 
copying 
fees. 
Indicate 
in 
your letter 
a 
willingness to pay reasonable 
fees but ask to be notified of the 
amount in advance because in 
some cases charges have run 
into thousands of dollars. 
You should receive a yes-or-no 
reply to your request within 10 
days. Some agencies, however, 
are running months behind the 
schedule set in the law, so you 
may have to wait longer. 
If the Government agrees to 
provide the information you 
have requested, it is supposed to 
do so promptly. In some cases, 
however, there have been delays 
of more than a year. 
If your request is turned down 
or if you receive no answer 
within 10 days, you may appeal 
to the agency’s review board 
and then carry your case to 
court. You may also sue if there 
is an unreasonable delay in 
providing 
information. 
But 
recent rulings indicate that, if 
other requests are ahead of 
yours, you will probably be told 
to wait your turn. If you win a 
court suit, you may be awarded 
the cost of hiring a lawyer. 
The 
law 
contains 
nine 
exemptions permitting agencies 
to withhold information in the 
following categories: national 
defense, 
internal 
personnel 
rules and practices, documents 
whose disclosure is barred by 
law, trade secrets, memors or 
letters 
exchanged 
am ong 
Government workers, personnel 
and 
m edical 
files 
whose 
disclosure would invade per­ 
sonal 
privacy, 
some 
law- 
enforcem ent 
investigatory 
records, agency reports used for 
supervision 
of 
financial 
in­ 
stitutions, and geological data 
concerning oil wells. 
However, the agencies can 
waive the exemptions and often 
do so Therefore, it's worthwhile 
to submit a request even if it 
appears to be covered by an 
exemption.

failure of a Carter- Meany 
summit conference to develop 
during the post- election weeks 
is about as surprising as a 
Titanic survivor’s permanent 
distaste for ice drinks. 
The

political 
strategists who guide the in­ 
fluential, 
m assive 
labor 
movement aren’t about to prove 
Ronnie 
Reagan's 
campaign 
charge that “what we have to 
worry about is the buying of an 
election by one group in this 
country, 
the 
hierarchy 
of 
organized labor (and the using 
of -VR) resources of members 
in an attempt to decide national 
policy in the House and the 
Senate." 
Though 
to this mom ent, 
labor’s premier leaderGeorge 
Meany and President - elect 
Jimmy Carter have spoken only 
once by phone, weeks ago, since 
the final election count, the 
national AFL- CIO has con­ 
siderable weighty input into the 
transition. 
So labor chiefs, especially 
topside, modestly are constantly 
pointing to the “broad- based 
coalition which elected Carter” 
in most statements these days. 
But President- elect Carter’s 
transition team chief , Jack 
Watson, and his intimate aides 
are in constant touch with 
Meany’s transition team, his 
two most trusted adjutants. They 
are the 54- year- old heir- ap­ 
parent, 
Lane 
Kirkland, 
the 
f e d e r a t i o n ' s 
s e c r e t a r y 
treasurer, and the 48- year- old 
Navy veteran Tom Donahue, ex­ 
truck driver, ex- service em­ 
ployes union official and inner- 
circle executive assistant to 
Meany. 
Despite the public 
arm ’s- 
length minuet of both camps, 
there isn’t any doubt of the steel­ 
like strength of the Carter- labor 
axis Nor any doubt that the 
incoming administration will 
deliver on a series of key labor 
“ musts." 
No doubt, for example, the 
AFL- CIO building and con­ 
struction trades department, led

when the unionists broke with 


him over his veto of a special 
energy transportation bill which 
would have forced heavier oil 
shipments into more American 
tankers.

Such as: “Overall, no 
other group did so much among 
so many voters so effectively as 
the labor movement, and it ia to 
the thousands and thousands of 
volunteers who make the COPE 
program go that Jimmy Carter 
and Walter Mondale... can look

checklist store increased in six 
cities — up an average of 2.3 
per cent —- and decreased in 
six — down an average of 2.6 
per cent. The total was un­ 
changed in the 13th city, Los 
Angeles. 
On an over all, nationwide 
basis, the marketbasket bill at 
the checklist stores declined 
one-tenth of a per cent during 
November.

How much will credit cost you?

Bankruptcy officials sa y April is the busy month for 
personal bankruptcy filin gs; that's when creditors lower 
the boom on C hristm as bills that were due in February. 
This fact sadly points out the oversue o ' credit during 
the C h ristm as season. Despite its virtues, credit can be 
dangerous for people who don't know how to handle it. 
The M isso u ri 
Departm ent of Consum er A ffairs has 
prepared the following tips to provide help for persons 
who don't w ant to start 1977 in the red. 
''W h a t's so hard about using cre d it?” you ask. It looks 
so easy. Lenders advertise, ''Just sign for the cash you 
need for C h ristm as.” 
Certainly credit can seem as easy as one two-three: 
1. You sign your nam e to receive cash or m erchandise 
now. 
2. You pay back the am ount you borrow ed (the prin 
ciple) over a certain fixed period of time. 
3. You also pay back an additional am ount (the finance 
charge) for the privilege of using som eone else's money. 


Borrow ers, beware 
How ever, those second and third steps are w hat cause 
problem s for borrowers. H ere's how you m ay be able to 
avoid those problems; 
Before you sign an installm ent contract or a loan or use 
your credit card, carefully study your budget to see if you 
can handle the paym ents you'll be faced with later. 
Experts suggest that a household should not com m it 
m ore than 15 per cent of its take-home pay to installm ent 
debts (exclusiveof m ortgage paym ents). 
Just rem em ber that if your budget is tight now and you 
are not assured of an increase in your incom e in the near 
future, you should not assum e any m ore installm ent 
paym ents unless you are able to sacrifice som ething 
else. 
You should also be aw are (as step three above points 
out) that credit costs - a lot, at times. 
D u rin g the 1975 
holiday season a M isso u ri sm all loan com pany sent 
unsolicited checks for $500 to persons w ho only had to 
endorse the check to receive the cash. It seem ed sim ple, 
but upon endorsem ent the person w as agree ing to term s 
of a loan written at the highest interest rate allow ed by 
law (26.6 per cent). The finance charge for the $500 loan 
over two years exceeded $155! Had the cash been used to 
buy, for exam ple, a color television, by the tim e it w as 
paid for, the real cost of the television would have been 
m ore than $655 because of the finance charge. So when 
you're deciding whether you can afford to buy an item on 
credit, be sure to include the finance ch arge 
W hat can you do to obtain the things you w ant to buy 
for C h ristm as if you've determ ined that your budget 
can't handle additional installm ent paym ents or you've 
decided that the cost of credit just isn't worth it?P e rh ap s 
not m uch anym ore this year. But you can start right now 
to prepare for next year. 
Save in advance 
Econom ically, it m ake s the m ost sense to save in 
advan ce for m ajor expenditures. 
By putting m oney 
aside in a savings account you'll earn interest rather 
than pay interest for the use of credit. Determ ine how 
m uch you will need next year for C h ristm as gift givin g 
and for entertaining. The start in Janu ary of 1977 to set 


aside a regular weekly or m onthly am ount in a sa v in g s 
account to r each this goal. 
''C h ristm a s C lu b ” accounts, available through m any 
banks and savin gs and loan associations, require you to 
m ake weekly paym ents of a specified am ount throughout 
the year. In Novem ber the bank writes you a check for 
the total am ount in your account. 
Some banks or savin gs and loan associations w ill m ake 
the 50th paym ent for you. 
Such a "b o n u s " is the 
equivalent of receiving about 4 per cent interest on your 
savings. M ak e sure, however, you understand w hat 
happens if you m iss a paym ent. W ill you forfeit your 
interest? Other institutions contribute nothing to your 
investm ent; they sim p ly give your money back to you in 
Novem ber 
in one lum p sum . C h ristm as Clubs are 
designed m ore as planned savin gs than interest- earning 
accounts. You m ight find another type of sa v in g s plan 
more profitable. 
If you believe that you m ust obtain a loan or m ake 
installm ent purchases, shop for the best te rm s; that 
m eans the cheapest credit. The Departm ent of Consum er 
Affairs suggests the following: 
Shop for credit 
M ost im portantly, find the lowest annual percentage rate 
(A P R ) written into the credit contract. In the $500 
television exam ple above, the A P R for the unsolicited 
check w as 26.62. Had the television been charged on a 
bank or departm ent store credit card, an A PR of 18 
probably would have been charged. Or, if the $500 had 
been borrowed from a credit union, an A PR of 12 would 
be likely. In dollars, the finance charge on these three 
"lo a n s” paid off in 24 equal m onthly installm ents would 
have been $150, $99 and $65 respectively. Credit costs 
vary, so shop around for the lowest A PR. 
The m ost of credit is based on the am ount of tim e you 
have the use of the money. The sooner you repay a loan 
or charge account, the less you pay in finance charges. 
For instance, if the person with the $500 balance on the 
charge card had repaid the entire am ount in one year 
rather than two years, he would have cut the tinance 
charge nearly in half. Of course, that w ould require 
larger m onthly paym ents. It is not w ise to put yourself in 
a financial hazard to pay off sooner, but if your budget 
can handle the larger paym ents, it's to your advantage. 
Also m ake sure there are no penalties in the contract for 
paying off the balance early. 
M ake the largest dow npaym ent your budget can afford 
so the principle is reduces and the interest rate is figured 
on a sm aller am ount. If you fail to follow this advice and 
find yourself in debt over your head with creditors 
dem anding m ore than you possibly can pay, seek outside 
help. 
The Consum er Credit Counseling Service is a non­ 
profit agency established by businesses to help fam ilies 
in credit difficulty plan a budget and pay creditors. It does 
not loan money. Counselors

Bankruptcy officials say April is the busy month for 
personal bankruptcy filings; that's when creditors lower 
the boom on Christmas bills that were due in February. 
This fact sadly points out the oversue of credit during 
the Christmas season. Despite its virtues, credit can be 
dangerous for people who don't know how to handle it. 
The Missouri Department of Consumer Affairs has 
prepared the following tips to provide help for persons 
who don't want to start 1977 in the red. 
"W hat's so hard about using credit?" you ask. It looks 
so easy. Lenders advertise, "Just sign for the cash you 
need for Christmas." 
Certainly credit can seem as easy as one-two-three: 
1. You sign your name to receive cash or merchandise 
now. 
2. You pay back the amount you borrowed (the prin­ 
ciple) over a certain fixed period of time. 
3. You also pay back an additional amount (the finance 
charge) for the privilege of using someone else's money. 


Borrowers, beware 
However, those second and third steps are what cause 
problems for borrowers. Here's how you may be able to 
avoid^hose problems: 
Before you sign an installment contract or a loan or use 
your credit card, carefully study your budget to see if you 
can handle the payments you'll be faced with later. 
Experts suggest that a household should not commit 
more than 15 per cent of its take-home pay to installment 
debts (exclusiveof mortgage payments). 
Just remember that if your budget is tight now and you 
are not assured of an increase in your income in the near 
future, you should not assume any more installment 
payments unless you are able to sacrifice something 
else. 
You should also be aware (as step three above points 
out) that credit costs - a lot, at times. 
During the 1975 
holiday season a Missouri small loan company sent 
unsolicited checks for $500 to persons who only had to 
endorse the check to receive the cash. It seemed simple, 
but upon endorsement the person was agreeing to terms 
of a loan written at the highest interest rate allowed by 
law (26.6 per cent). The finance charge for the $500 loan 
over two years exceeded $155! Had the cash been used to 
buy, for example, a color television, by the time it was 
paid for, the real cost of the television would have been 
more than $655 because of the finance charge. So when 
you're deciding whether you can afford to buy an item on 
credit, be sure to include the finance charge. 
What can you do to obtain the things you want to buy 
for Christmas if you've determined that your budget 
can't handle additional installment payments or you've 
decided that the cost of credit just isn't worth it?Perhaps 
not much anymore this year. But you can start right now 
to prepare for next year. 
Save in advance 
Economically, it makes the most sense to save in 
advance for major expenditures. 
By putting money 
aside in a savings account you'll earn interest rather 
than pay interest for the use of credit. Determine how 
much you will need next year for Christmas gift giving 
and for entertaining. The start in January of 1977 to set 


aside a regular weekly or monthly amount in a savings 
account to r each this goa I. 
"Christmas Club" accounts, available through many 
banks and savings and loan associations, require you to 
make weekly payments of a specified amount throughout 
the year. In November the bank writes you a check for 
the total amount in your account. 
Some banks or savings and loan associations will make 
the 50th payment for you. Such a "bonus" is the 
equivalent of receiving about 4 per cent interest on your 
savings. Make sure, however, you understand what 
happens if you miss a payment. Will you forfeit your 
interest? Other institutions contribute nothing to your 
investment; they simply give your money back to you in 
November in one lump sum. Christmas Clubs are 
designed more as planned savings than interest- earning 
accounts. You might find another type of savings plan 
more profitable. 
If you believe that you must obtain a loan or make 
installment purchases, shop for the best terms; that 
means the cheapest credit. The Department of Consumer 
Affairs suggests the following: 
Shop for credit 
Most importantly, find the lowest annual percentage rate 
(A PR) written into the credit contract. In the $500 
television example above, the A PR for the unsolicited 
check was 26.62. Had the television been charged on a 
bank or department store credit card, an A P R of 18 
probably would have been charged. Or, if the $500 had 
been borrowed from a credit union, an A P R of 12 would 
be likely. In dollars, the finance charge on these three 
"loans" paid off in 24 equal monthly installments would 
have been $150, $99 and $65 respectively. Credit costs 
vary, so shop around for the lowest APR. 
The most of credit is based on the amount of time you 
have the use of the money. The sooner you repay a loan 
or charge account, the less you pay in finance charges. 
For instance, if the person with the $500 balance on the 
charge card had repaid the entire amount in one year 
rather than two years, he would have cut the finance 
charge nearly in half. Of course, that would require 
larger monthly payments. It is not wise to put yourself in 
a financial hazard to pay off sooner, but if your budget 
can handle the larger payments, it's to your advantage. 
Also make sure there are no penalties in the contract for 
paying off the balance early. 
Make the largest downpayment your budget can afford 
so the principle is reduces and the interest rate Is figured 
on a smaller amount.

month session, only between 
150 and 200 will probably reach 
the governor’s desk. Hie ses­ 
sion begins Jan. 5 and runs 
through midnight June 15. 
Productivity could be further 


reduced since on Jan. 10 the 
administration of the state will 
change with Democrat Joseph 
Teasdale taking over from Re­ 
publican Gov. Christopher S. 
Bond. 
In the first 30 minutes of op­ 


eration today, more than 140 
Mils were introduced in the 
Senate, and House members 
had lined up down the hall al­ 
most an hour before officials 
began processing their bills.

The St. Louis utility said the ’ 
boost will mean the average 
customer’s bill will go up $18.25 
a year or $1.52 a month, not in- 


cluding taxes. 
The rate boost, prompted by 
the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion’s approval of high«* prices 
for producers, will not increase 
Laclede’s profits, the commis­ 
sion said, but only allow it to 
recover the additional costs. 
The utility, however, does have 
pending before the PSC a re­ 
quest for a regular rate hike of

The company, which serves

NEW YORK (AP) — Realism 
best describes the trend in new 
toy s for this Christmas, accord­ 
ing to David Miller, president 
of Toy Manufacturers of Amer­ 
ica, the industry association. 
This includes play thing s in­ 
spired by popular media fig ­ 
ures — epecially TV heroes and 
heroines — as well as people 
and places in the news and cur­ 
rent social trends, he reports. 
“Many new toy s, g ames and 
dolls are based on TV pro­ 
g rams, 
movies 
and 
comic 
books,” Miller say s. “Play ­ 
thing s influenced by the mass 
media include ‘Sesame Street’ 
and second-g eneration 'Mickey 
Mouse Club’ items, medical- 
emerg ency and rescue vehicles, 
fire and crime-fig hting g ames 
and toy s, and several space 
travel play thing s.” 
In addition to dolls modeled 
after famous athletes and su­ 
perstar characters from TV 
shows, other new dolls include 
action fig ures and career dolls 
for boy s and g irls and a variety 
of fashion and traditional dolls. 
To challeng e the g ood g uy s, 
some new “bad g uy s” action 
dolls come equipped with steel 
arms, torpedo-sty le fists, bullet­ 
shaped helmets and other way - 
out features, Miller say s. 
Toy s and g ames based on 
newsmaking events and con­ 
temporary themes include a 
model kit of ocean explorer 
Jacques Cousteau’s research 
vessel (with a share of the 
profits 
earmarked 
for 
the 
C ous t e a u Society ), g ames 
evocative of CIA-ty pe adventur­ 
es, and the first anatomically 
complete boy and g irl dolls to 
be made in America. Three 
U.S. toy makers are introducing 
the true-to-life baby dolls this 
y ear, Miller say s. 
Activity play sets — based 
upon familiar, and fun, situ­ 
ations — will offer mini-worlds 
of hospitals, farms, amusement 
parks and road racetracks. 
With the larg e number and 
variety of toy s on the market 
today , a few simple g uidelines 
offered by the TMA will help 
consumers select the 
rig ht 
items for children of various 
ag es 
and 
interests. 
Miller 
points out. 
—Carefully 
consider 
the 
child’s ag e, interests, and abili­ 
ties before shopping for toy s. 
Note the ag e g uidelines printed 
on many toy packag es, and se­ 
lect play thing s that will help 
children learn new skills and 
discover new interests, such as 
sports, arts or the sciences. 
—Don’t buy toy s impulsively . 
Consider the ty pes of toy s that 
capture y our child’s interest, 
not only those kinds of toy s that 
y ou enjoy ed in childhood. 
—Select play thing s with some 
deg ree of realism. Throug h TV, 
movies and books, today ’s chil­ 
dren are aware of and stimu­ 
lated by the world around 
them. 
Psy cholog ists sug g est 
that play thing s that are scaled- 
down models of real-life objects 
help children become inventive 
and imag inative in their play . 
—Look for toy s that provide a 
variety of play experiences. 
There are many toy s that sug ­ 
g est a variety of activities to 
children and encourag e them to 
use their imag ination in play . 
—Gradually introduce more 
complex versions of familiar 
play thing s. Observe children's 
play to determine when they ’re 
ready for the next, more com­ 
plex play experience. 
—Spread y our toy budg et 
throug hout the y ear. 
Don’t 
overwhelm children with too 
many new toy s at once. Use 
birthday s, the start of family 
vacations and other occasions 
to introduce new toy s and new 
play experiences. 
—Involve y our children in the 
toy 
selection 
process. 
Dis­ 
cussing toy selection with chil­ 
dren encourag es them to think 
for themselves and live with 
the consequences of their deci­ 
sions — a valuable lesson in 
consumer education.

There is no basis to ex­ 
pect future crop g rowing 
weather to be as g ood as it 
has been, say s a National 
Research Council commit­ 
tee chaired by Way ne L. 
Decker, atmospheric science 
chairman at the University 
of Missouri-Columbia. 
The committee urg ed a 
‘major na t i ona l commit­ 
ment to insure 
U.S. food 
production will not be ad­ 
versely affected by impend­ 
ing fluctuations in world 
weather and climate.” The 
g roup recently completed a 
1 5-month study on climate 
and food 
for the National 
Science Foundation. 
“Our studies showed the 
period betw een 
1 956 and 
19 7 0 w as uniquely g ood for 
crop g row ing in this cen­ 
tury ,” 
say s 
D ecker. “We 
found no basis 
for expect­ 
ing these abnorm ally favor­ 
able clim atic conditions 
to 
continue. 
“Since w eather and cli­ 
m ate fluctuations are the 
m ajor cause of season-to- 
season differences in food 
production, the ag ricultural 
establishm ent m ust be 
pre­ 
pared to offset any chang es 
th a t m ig ht occur—a situa­ 
tion th at does not now exist 
in the U nited S tates.” 
Also 
on 
the 
com m ittee 
was Jam es D. McQuig g , who 
heads 
the 
E nvironm ental 
D ata Service. 
N a t i o n a l 
O ceanic 
and 
A tm ospheric 
A dm inistration in Colum bia. 
The com m ittee m e m b e r s 
urg ed th at state and federal 
institutions "be responsive 
to the challeng es of w eather 
and clim ate fluctuations.” 
O ne step w ould be to dis­ 
card the traditional notion 
th a t 
clim ate 
should 
be 
treated as a "g iven” in ag ri­ 
cultural planning . F orecast­ 
ing m ust be perfected, the 
g roup said, and w eather and 
c l i m a t e fluctuations con­ 
sidered at all levels of p lan­ 
ning . 
T he com m ittee g ave only 
c a u t i o u s 
endorsem ent of 
w eather m odification, not­ 
ing th at several cloud seed­ 
ing m ethods have produced 
“sufficiently positive results 
to w arrant lim ited applica­ 
tion.” H ow ever, the com ­ 
m ittee said, “the capabilities 
of w e a t h e r m odification 
m ust be kept in perspec­ 
tive” and that the social 
problem s 
surrounding 
its 
use m ust be explored fur­ 
ther. 
T h e 
com m ittee 
recom ­ 
m ended that the U.S. g ov­ 
ernm ent review its ag ricul­ 
tural 
assistance 
prog ram s 
for developing nations, said 
D ecker. "W e w ant to dete r­ 
m ine 
w hether 
they 
ade­ 
quately encourag e 
t h e s e 
countries in activities that 
will m itig ate adverse effects 
of w eather and clim ate on 
food production.”

There is no basis to ex­ 
pect future

Research Council commit­ 
tee chaired by Wayne L. 
Decker, atmospheric science 
chairman at the University 
of Missouri-Columbia. 
The committee urged a 
‘major n a t i o n a l commit­ 
ment to insure U.S. food 
production will not be ad­ 
versely affected by impend­ 
ing fluctuations 
in 
world 
weather and climate.” The 
group recently completed a 
15-month study on climate 
and food for the National 
Science Foundation. 
“ Our studies showed the 
l»eriod 
between 
1956 and 
1970 was uniquely good for 
crop growing in this cen­ 
tury." 
says 
Decker. 
“ W e 
found no basis for expect­ 
ing these abnormally favor­ 
able climatic conditions to 
continue. 
“ Since weather and cli­ 
mate fluctuations are the 
major cause of season-to- 
season differences in food 
production, the agricultural 
establishment must be pre­ 
pared to offset any changes 
that might occur— a situa­ 
tion that does not now exist 
in the United States.” 
Also 
on 
the 
committee 
was Jam es D. McQuigg, who 
heads 
the 
Environmental 
Data Service, N a t i o n a l 
Oceanic 
and 
Atmospheric 
Administration in Columbia. 
The committee m e m b e r s 
urged that state and federal 
institutions “ be responsive 
to the challenges of weather 
and climate fluctuations." 
One step would be* to dis­ 
card the traditional notion 
that 
climate 
should 
be 
treated as a “ given" in agri­ 
cultural planning. Forecast­ 
ing must be perfected, the 
group said, and weather and 
c l i m a t e fluctuations con­ 
sidered .at all levels of plan­ 
ning. 
The committee gave only 
c a u t i o u s endorsement of 
weather modification, not­ 
ing that several cloud seed­ 
ing methods have produced 
“sufficiently positive results 
to warrant limited applica­ 
tion.” However, the com­ 
mittee said, “ the capabilities 
of w e a t h e r modification 
must be* kept in perspec- 
tive" and 
that the social 
problems 
surrounding 
its 
use must be explored fu r­ 
ther. 
T h e committee 
recom­ 
mended that the U.S. gov­ 
ernment review its agricul­ 
tural 
assistance 
programs 
for developing nations, said 
Decker. “ W e want to deter­ 
mine 
whether 
they 
ade­ 
quately encourage t h e s e 
countries in activities that 
will mitigate adverse effects 
of weather and climate on 
food production.”

fronting the public schools In 
Missouri, according to Com­ 
missioner of Education Arthur 
L. Mallory, and “parent in­ 
volvement" is the key to solving 
many, if not most, of them. 
Mallory identified the four 
major Missouri problem areas 
after 
studying 
a 
nationwide 
survey of public concerns about 
the public schools. The four are 
size of classes-schools, parents' 
lack 
of 
interest, 
lack 
of 
discipline and lack of proper 
financial support. 
"Each 
of 
M issouri's 
559 
operating 
school 
districts 
is 
different,’’ Mallory said, "and 
some of these problems, of 
course, will not apply to every 
district. But, based on what I 
have learned in six years of 
traveling all over Missouri and 
talking to thousands of people, I 
believe these are the major 
concerns 
about 
our 
public 
schools. ’’ 
Mallory made his selection 
following the release on the 
latest Gallup Poll of the public’s 
attitudes 
toward 
the 
public 
schools In that survey, people 
across the country named the 
follow ing 
10 
concerns 
a s , 
problems in the public schools: 
1. Lack of discipline; 2. in- < 
tegration- secregation- busing; 
3. 
lack 
of 
proper 
financial 
support; 4. poor curriculum; 5 
use of drugs; 6. difficulty of 
getting 
'good'' 
teachers; 
7 
Parents' lack of interest; 8 size 
of school- classes; 9. school 
board policies; and 10. pupils’ 
lack of interest. 
Mallory noted that last year’s 
list in the Gallup Poll about 
public 
schools 
included 
two 
things which are missing this 
year: 
"Crime-vandalism- and 
stealing (8). and lack of proper 
facilitles<9>. 
These 
were 
replaced this year by parent s 
lack of interest and school board 
policies 
"F or me, it was interesting to 
go down the list and attem pt, 
honestly 
and 
objectively, 
to 
determ ine which of the topics 
actually are m ajor problems in 
M issouri." he said 
"Any an­ 
swer. of course, has to be in 
general term s and considered on 
a statewide basis 
‘ E ven 
then, 
a 
specific 


problem 
certainly 
wouldn't 
apply to all districts; perhaps to 
no more than a third. By the 
same token, 
a 
problem not 
considered major across the 
state may be the one concern 
towering over all others in a few 
districts. 
“I am sure that many will 
disagree with what I think are 
the four major problems in 
Missouri's public schools, but 
the criteria I used for making 
this ranking aren’t complicated. 
My concerns are with the im­ 
m ediate influences on 
the 
student in the classroom. 
If 
something adversely affects the 
learning 
process, 
it 
is 
a 
problem. 
If 
it 
affects 
a 
significant number of students, 
it is a major problem ” 
The No 1 concern in Missouri, 
according to Mallory, is the size 
of schools and classes. The size 
of classes, or teacher load, is 
severely hampering learning in 
many schools, particularly in St. 
Louis and Kansas City. 
"Many youngsters need in­ 
dividualized 
instruction, 
and 
many more would benefit from 
it. I believe that we need to ' 
reduce the teacher- pupil ratio 
so that teachers can spend more 
tim e 
with 
each 
student, 
especially 
in 
the 
primary 
grades where the basic skills are 
taught." 
Parents' 1 ack of interest and a 
lack of discipline are closely 
related. 
Mallory said 
When 
parents are genuinely interested 
in a school, fewer discipline pr­ 
oblems are a direct, noticeable 
result. 
"I am of the belief that parent 
involvement is the key to solving 
many, 
if 
not 
most 
of 
our 
educational 
problem s," 
he 
added "I have held this opinion 
and have hammered away at 
this theme for several years, 
and still there are some who 
refuse to accept the idea 
"Yet, almost without fail, the 
schools which have the fewest

are those which have large

But the 1,300-mile project is 
still far from complete, with 
massive gaps between the com­ 
pleted portions of the footpath. 
“It may be another 10 years 
before we get finished,” said 
Tom Harris, a director of the 
trailmakers’ group. 
“We just cut the trail through 
the wilderness,” Harris said. 
“It’s 2* 2-feet wide and seven 
feet of clearance. It’s a natural 
footpath with no gravel ” 
Envisioned in 1966 by Miami 
realtor James A. Kern, the 
trail crosses national forests 
and state parks. About 50 miles 
of it runs by the Suwannee Riv­ 
er, beneath moss-draped trees 
Harris said most of the trail 
is across private property.

Politicians form

WASHINGTON — (N EA ) — The past Congress made its re- 
election virtually certain. 
As noted by Representative John B. Anderson (R. 111.) “ they 
set up a special $5,000 newsletter fund whereby every incum­ 
bent can flood his district with printed material at the expense 
of the taxpayer . . 
Congress so worded the election laws that-contributions 
were discouraged among those who might want to back a new­ 
comer uncertain of victory. But encouragement was given to 
those special interest groups which wanted to have post­ 
election influence with certain or almost-certain winners. 
As a result, special interest groups, which donated around 
$9.5 million in the Congressional elections of 1974, came forth 
with $20 million or so in 1976 — heavily to incumbents, 
meagerly to challengers. 
The law was further shaded in such a way as to permit those 
special interest groups which happened to favor the majority 
of those in Congress — and this cut across party lines — to use 
methods of collecting political contributions which even the 
Federal Elections Commission considered illegal, but was 
powerless to prevent. 
The Federal Election Commission, furthermore, was 
organized and regulated in such a way as to guarantee its com­ 
plete ineffectiveness — especially in dealing with campaign 
irregularities by influential members of the Congress. 
The voting members of the Commission are so chosen as to 
guarantee a stalemate on virtually every question of impor­ 
tance coming before that body. Thus matters are settled not 
by some impartial group, but rather by the Congress — by the 
men whose own election will be affected. As has been 
suggested by one observer, it is like having wolves guard the 
sheep pen. 
As a result, 95 per cent or more of the incumbents were re­ 
elected. This is more than in the 10 preceeding years, where 
re-election averages had been running at nine out of ten. 
Challengers obviously didn’t have much of a chance before; 
they have less now. 
ITiese new re-election safeguards are on top of a vast panop­ 
ly of advantages Congressmen have had for years — govern­ 
ment contracts and jobs for influential groups and citizens, 
special favors for individuals who influence votes, expense- 
paid trips to their states and districts to influence voters, 
special office funds which can indirectly be used for cam­ 
paigning, a staff paid for by the taxpayer which more often 
than not is used both directly and indirectly in campaigning. 
Efforts to change the system have been noteworthy for their 
ineffectiveness As Professor Ralph K. Winter, of Yale Law 
School, noted in a debate sponsored by the American Enter­ 
prise Institute, it is rather quixotic to expect a Congress to 
vote rules which will hurt the chances of its own members to 
secure re-election. That is expecting too much of human 
nature.

A dishonorable

WASHINGTON — (N EA ) — No sooner had the Democrats 
seized the White House with promises of restoring confidence 
in the political system than one of their own was blackening 
that system anew 
Wendell Anderson, governor of Minnesota, is the culprit. 
Hisses and fie on him. Faced with the duty of naming a Senate 
replacement for Walter Mondale, who is stepping up to lower 
things, Anderson decided there was only one man in the state 
with enough competence and enough stature to replace Mon­ 
dale: Wendell Anderson. 
Ergo the governor has conceived an unhappy plan to further 
his own interests. He will resign his present office, allowing 
Lt Gov Rudy Perpich to take over.

Congress insured 
another term for all

WASHINGTON - ( N E A ) - The past Congress made its re- 
election virtually certain 
As noted by Representative John B Anderson (R 111.) “ they 
set up a special $5.000 newsletter fund whereby every incum­ 
bent can flood his district with printed material at the expense 
of the taxpayer . . . ” 
Congress so worded the election laws that contributions 
were discouraged among those who might want to back a new­ 
comer uncertain of victory But encouragement was given to 
those special interest groups which wanted to have post­ 
election influence with certain or almost-certain winners 
As a result, special interest groups, which donated around 
$9 5 million in the Congressional elections of 1974, came forth 
with $20 million or so in 1976 — heavily to incumbents, 
meagerly to challengers 
The law was further shaded in such a way as to permit those 
special interest groups which happened to favor the majority 
of those in Congress — and this cut across party lines — to use 
methods of collecting political contributions which even the 
Federal Elections Commission considered illegal, but was 
powerless to prevent. 
The Federal Election Commission, furthermore, was 
organized and regulated in such a way as to guarantee its com­ 
plete ineffectiveness — especially in dealing with campaign 
irregularities by influential members of the Congress 
The voting members of the Commission are so chosen as to 
guarantee a stalemate on virtually every question of impor­ 
tance coming before that body. Thus matters are settled not 
by some impartial group, but rather by the Congress — by the 
men whose own election will be affected 
As has been 
suggested by one observer, it is like having wolves guard the 
sheep pen 
As a result, 95 per cent or more of the incumbents were re­ 
elected This is more than in the 10 preceeding years, where 
re-election averages had been running at nine out of ten 
Challengers obviously didn’t have much of a chance before, 
they have less now 
These new re-election safeguards are on top of a vast panop­ 
ly of advantages Congressmen have had for years — govern­ 
ment contracts and jobs for influential groups and citizens, 
special favors for individuals who influence votes, expense- 
paid trips to their states and districts to influence voters, 
special office funds which can indirectly be used for cam­ 
paigning. a staff paid for by the taxpayer which more often 
than not is used both directly and indirectly in campaigning 
Efforts to change the system have been noteworthy for their 
ineffectiveness As Professor Ralph K Winter, of Yale Law 
School, noted in a debate sponsored by the American Enter­ 
prise Institute, it is rather quixotic to expect a Congress to 
vote rules which will hurt the chances of its own members to 
secure re-election That is expecting too much of human 
nature

A dishonorable 
abuse of power 


WASHINGTON — (N E A > — No sooner had the Democrats 
seized the White House with promises of restoring confidence 
in the political system than one of their own was blackening 
that system anew 
Wendell Anderson, governor of Minnesota, is the culprit 
Hisses and fie on him Faced with the duty of naming a Senate 
replacement for Walter Mondale. who is stepping up to tawer 
things. Anderson decided there was only one man in the state 
with enough competence and enough stature to replace Mon­ 
dale Wendell Anderson 
Ergo the governor has conceived an unhappy plan to further 
his own interests He will resign hts present office, allowing 
Lt Gov Rudy Perpich to take over Perpich will then select 
Anderson — who. after all. will be out of work and essentially 
a wasted resource — to be the new junior senator from the 
land of 10.000 lakes 
Anderson is aware there will be criticism of his action 
Already a poll has been conducted indicating that 55 per cent 
of the Minnesotans questioned do not want the governor to 
elect himself to the Senate But since the polls have no authori­ 
ty. and since politics is often the art of preventing people from 
engaging in what is their own business. Anderson insists all 
skepticism will be disregarded 
"1 m sure some will react negatively.” the governor says, 
but 1 hope that my work in the Senate will earn their support 
and justify my election to a full term in 1978.“ Displaying no 
shame at all. Anderson is already campaigning for a Seriate 
career, and what with the incumbent's advantage he is 
bestowing on himself he'll likely get it 
That the Minnesotan has yearned for a national pulpit has 
been apparent for years A one-time Olympic hockey plaver 
and attorney, he has been in political office for 18 of his 43 
years, and has been touted as a comer since early this decade 
Curly haired, blue eyed, moderate in all things including 
philosophy he is a prodigy of Hubert Humphrey and a ripening 
favorite of his mighty party 
He is a bit too Democratic, perhaps At the past party con­ 
vention, as chairman of the platform committee Anderson 
fought hard for a rule — a loyalty oath, really — which would 
force all candidates to promise allegiance to the eventual 
nominee Thus he wanted Jinuny Carter and company to 
swear fidelity even if George Wallace was the pick This he 
argued was for the good of the party, hence the Kepublic 
But extremism in defense of Democratic unity isn’t a vice, 
not to those who can add registration figures And it is this 
sort of devotion which has led Democrats to believe Anderson 
is too big lor a mere gubernatorial chair With his good looks 
and fortuitous attitude, they say. he could be president some 
day But not by staying in Minnesota. governors have a way of 
working themselves into obscurity 
And so. by golly, it is not just for the good of Minnesota that 
Wendell Anderson is using his office for personal gain, it is in 
effect for the good future of America This no doubt is the 
same rationale used by George W'allce in 19bb when, forced 
out of office by Alabama law, he threw his earner stricken 
wife into the political arena so that he could continue to 
selflessly rule the people 
Not that Anderson should be confused with Wallace And yet 
his decision is of the same odor Public office is not given so 
that holders can use it for their« wn ends Besides, surely the 
people should have something to say about their congressional 
representation. Walter Mondale was himself a political ap 
pointee to the Senate, and thus Anderson will only continue 
that unfortunate way of making stars 
In the end the issue is power, and its proper use No other in 
Minnesota has the power to name himself senator, one would 
hope no other would do so even if he did Power is a trust 
Power is a duty And power abused is seldom directed to any 
good end and or purpose 
But Anderson is apparently determined It is possible that 
Lt Gov Perpich could still change his mind about his part in 
the murky collaboration, and yet it's not likely Despite 
Democratic campaign promises, honor still seenis something 
of the remote political future
